LeVangie’s  discouragement 
at  losing  should  be  tempered  by 
the  fact  that  Nauset  was  ranked 
in  the  top  10  among  Eastern 
Massachusetts  small  schools  in 
pre-season  polls.  Goff  and  Sa- 
lerno were  Cohasset 's  high  scor- 
ers in  defeat,  with  18  and  17 
points,  respectively. 

After  spending  Thursday 
night  on  the  Cape,  the  Skip- 
pers returned  to  Cohasset  and 
dragged  themselves  into  Sulli- 
van gym  for  the  Saturday  game 
with  Blackstone-Millville.  They 
had  one  good  quarter  of  basket- 
ball left  and  they  spent  it  im- 
mediately. Co-captain  Paul  Far- 
ren  led  by  example,  scoring  Co- 
hasset’s  first  10  points  and  ig- 
niting a five  minute  scoring 
streak  in  which  the  Skippers 
outscored  the  Chargers,  20-0. 
At  the  end  of  the  quarter,  Co- 
hasset’s  lead  was  26-6.  LeVan- 
gie was  able  to  rest  his  starters 
to  open  the  second  period  and 
for  much  of  the  game.

The  Chatham  win  on  Thurs- 
day night  and  the  Nauset  loss 
on  Friday  night  came  in  the 
Cape  Cod  Invitational  Tourna- 
ment. The  opening  game  was 
largely  decided  in  the  second 
quarter  when  senior  Brian  Keat- 
ing and  junior  Mark  Goff  out- 
scored  Chatham  17-10  to  send 
the  Skippers  into  the  locker 
room  with  a 35-18  half-time 
lead.  Keating  finished  up  as  the 
game’s  high  scorer  with  28 
points,  while  Goff  had  12. 

In  the  tournament  finale, 
host  Nauset  took  an  early  lead 
and  held  it  until  late  in  the  third 
period  when  Goff  and  co-cap- 
tain Matt  Salerno  led  a Skipper 
surge  that  lifted  Cohasset  into  a 
51-49  lead  at  the  end  of  three 
quarters.  But  when  6’3"  Keat- 
ing and  6’5”  Paul  Farren  were 
dismissed  for  incurring  five 
fouls,  the  game  was  lost  as  well. 
“We  just  couldn’t  compete  with 
both  our  big  men  out,"  said 
Coach  John  LeVangie.  Never- 
theless, LeVangie  termed  the 
game  "probably  our  best  of  the 
Year.
